Their tip ease free the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation here when an informant advised the FBI t>»«t he had 
over heard a long distance telephone ccnvereatian between Ferria and 
a male in Sew Orleans regarding the hnwfHr^ of guns, use of tennis 
shoes and rope and the apparent takeoff of an aftar the 

aocn went detai. Ferria was transferred here taqpoa-arily frets Saw 
Orleans and is staying at the Travelers HotaL, serosa ths street 
free the old EAL terminal. 

After a 26 hour surveillance and background investigation, Laagfard 
oaUed to notify us that Ferris was not involved in any 
acts of wrongdoing. The CustsasB Agent investigators learned later 
in the investigation that Ferria, who la a scout Imdsr, had bean 
trying to prereota transportation to South Aaeriea with the Air 
Force Transportation Corps. The conversation about the guns, tennis 
shoes and rope was in reference to a preposed hike at the torojaatjq p 
of their proposal flight. 

Captains John Halliburton and George Diggs, who had been notif ie d 
®f the Investigation, were contacted to let thas knew that Pilot 
Ferria was not Involved in any acts of wrongdoing, Vo also advisod 
then that Ferria had forwarded soot of Mm $2Q0,QQ advazso to Hew 
Orleans to defray expanses regarding the preparation for ths 
proposed flight for his boy scouts. 
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
